V. A. CEMETERY
BURIAL RIGHTS
ARE CLARIFIED

Veterans who die in Army,
Navy or private hospitals under
contract to provide medical treat-
ment for Veterans Admihistra-
tion patients are not entitled to
burial in VA cemeteries except
in 5 where the bodies are
unclaimed or relatives cannot be
located, L. C. Chapman, Veter-
ans Administration regional man-
ager, anneunced here today.

To clarify a recent change in
regulations which states that
only veterans who die in VA hos-
pitals or homes are eligible for
burial in VA cemetéries, Chap-
man explained that this means
only those hospitals and homes
under the direct and exclusive
jurisdiction of VA, Therefare,
veterans who die in cantract: hos-
pitals are not eligible exeept. in
cases where the bodies are un-
claimed or relatives cannot be
located.

In the Los Angeles regional
area, Chapman stated, VA now
has the following econtract ar-
rangements: Long Beach' Naval
haspital, 425 beds; Corona. Na-
val hospital, 225;" Army McCor-
nick General  hospital in Pasa-
dena, 50 and approximately. 40
VA patients are now cared for
by private tuberculosis sanita-
riums in Monrovia.

When the ampulance arrived,
Korherr was dead of mohoxide
gas poisoning. £
